As It lakes checks on that
bank which are cashod in New York there
days lo go through the regular course
before they are presonted for payment,
tho wreckers found tho Aabury Park
Bank of valunblo assistance to them In
their kiting operations.

They wero able to got at anytime threo
davn' credit without paying a cent for it,
nnd tho way in which $10,000 and $20,000
checks were rushed through Ihe little
country bank every day during tbo high-
flying tltuo of the syndicate wpuld have
raised tho hair of some of its rural direc-
tors If they had suspected what waa going
on.

The discovery of the Aabury Park Bank's
connection with the operations of tho

Bank Exatniuor James, of Pennsylva-

Arthur Meyer was a stockholder in the
Anbury Park Bonk aud kept a large run-
ning account there. When the syndlcato
began its operations in November big
packages of cash had to be forwarded
from New York almost every day to meet
tho checks which camo in for collection.

Sometimes the money was slow in com-
ing from New York nnd the result was
that othar bonks in Asbury Park through
which some of the syndlcato checks came
for collection had to wait for their
money, and thia canted so much dissatis-
faction that tbo syndicate was informed
by tho Asbnry Park Bank that it would
deoline to do any more of its business.

This probably saved the institution
from a tolal wreck, for it was not long
nfter thli that the crash came in New
York and the dealings of tho syndicate
wero fully exposed.

One of tho irregularities of the Aabury
Park Bank, brought to light in the course
of Examiner Jamea's investigations, was a
certificate of deposit in favor of James A.
Simmons. It was made payable three
months ahead, nnd when it was presented
for payment it is said that it wua repudi-
ated by the bank,

Tho hank'a resouroea are now unim-
paired and there is no danger that it will
collapse. The officials deny that they
assistod the syndicate in kiting checks.

Broadway Bead's Oablo Porrnit

Full of Toohnioal Holes.

Gllroy's Dilemma Explained by
Corporation Counsel Clark.

Corporation Counsel Clark wu inter
viewed regarding tho irregularity
in tho cable franchise granted the Broad,
way and Bevcnlh Avenue Uailroad Com.
pany,

"There aro a great many acts voida-
ble, " he satd, " which are not void. Mr.
Hoot, oounsel for the Company, claims
that the fnlluro to advertise and hold a
hearing, as provided by the act of 1681,
Is an irr gnlanty which will not Invall-dat- e

the franchise, and ho holds that the
Company would be bound to pay the
9160,000 guaranteed to the city annually.

' ' Should tho Company go ou and intro-
duce its cablo system nudcr the authority
of that franchise and then refute to pay
its gur.ranteo to tho city, It would bo
estopped from raising the question of
irregularity in defonte of an action at law
for its recovery.

"It could not come into Court nnd say.
There Is no law which permits thu Board

of Aldermon to giant such a franchise
and make such a contract, and wo havo
recolvcd no consideration for our prom
ise.'

"The only event in which it could
ftKe such a defenso would bo tho es.
ab'isbment of tho constitutionality of.u law of 1889. Should that act be

do lnred constitutional, the railroad
company could claim that its authority
was derived from tho Stato ltailroad
Commissioners and not from the Alder-
men ; and that, in consequence.tho city had
given it nothing in consideration of its
guarantee. In such a case tho city could
only collect tho amount which tho com-
pany is obliged to pay by the franchise of

Mr. Clark acknowledged that tho Com- -

fiany's right to change its motivo power is
to attack at the option of any tax-

payer, and Bald that, should such on at-
tack be mado, by writ of injunction, the
city, as a party in interest, will attempt to
establish the unconstitutionality of the
act of 1839. nnd tbo city's right to tho
guarantee of ft 160.000 annually.

Tbo obligation to pave betweon its rails
and for two feet on oilher aide is upon the
Company in every case, as is also tho fur-
ther obligation to keep the pavement In
repair and to clean the street.

No application has yet been made to
Commissioner Oltroy by the Company for
permission to build a cable conduit and
change its rails for the grooved pattern.

Whan it is made end the Commissioner
said this morning thst he expertod it
soon he will require, as conditions of the
permit, those which aro contained in tho
franchise granted by the Board of Alder
msn, regarding paving, atreot cleaning,
Ac.

"No Injunction," said Corporation
Counsel Clark, ' ' will prevent Mr. Gilroy
from going on with his paving unless
indirectly through delaying tho railroad
company's work of reconstructing its
lines."
